The army ordnance officers at Wash- 


ngton have been experimenting with 


new bullet. This is a tubular bullet, 


nvented by Prof. \V. Ilebler, the Swiss 
Xpert, which has been adapted to the 
30-calibcr magazine rille. It has given 
emarkable results, and Gen. Flaglcr, 
he army chief of ordnance, speaks 
warmly in its praise. 
It weighs 104 


rains, or more than 100 grains less 
nan the service bullet, and is made 
intirely of steel save for a narrow cop- 
ier rotating band about the middle. 
?he sabot on the rear, made of vulcan- 
zed fabric, serves merely to seal the 
'scape of gas, and does not cneximber 
,he projectile after the missile leaves 
,he grin. 


Prof. Ilcbler wrote to the ordnance 


ifficers at Washing-ton that he expected 
a velocity of 3,000 feet per second 
;ould be obtained with this bullet in a 
30-caliber rifle, provided conditions, ol 
he powder were suitable. This ex- 
notation, which increased the velocity 
>y about 1,000 feet over the customary 
speed of the projectile, was surpassed 
n actual experiment. The ordnance 
officer who has been in charge of tho 
tests now reports that an initial vc- 
ocity of over 3,100 feet per second was 
ittained, using a charge of 42 grains oi 
smokeless powder. 


One of the series of tests was com- 


petitive, and the tubular bullet had as 


rival the service projectile. 
Tho 


weight of the powder charge of the 
service projectile was 37 grains, and 
,hat of tho tubular bullet 42 grains. 
The mean velocity of the service bullet 
vvab 2,028 feet per second, and that of 
the tubular bullet 3,OOS feet per sec- 
ond.

A Brace of Horrors in New Yorli 


City Yesterday. 


CRUSHED UNDER FALLEH BUILDINGS. 


An Old Malt House in Procssa of Demoli- 


tion and a New Tenement House 


TI Course of Construction, 


Topple and Fall. 


Down to Donth With n Wnll. 


NEW YOUK, March 2.—The.rear wall 


of the old six-story malt house on the 
corner of Forty-third street and Tenth 
attune, in course of demolition, fell 
suddenly at 0 a. m., Carrying-with it 
uml burying in its ruins over n dozen 
workmen. One man was found dead 
in the ruins; one man died on the way 
to the hospital and two are known to 
be burled in the ruins. They are sup- 
posed to be dead. 
Seven men were in- 


jured, some of them fatally. It is 
thoupht there may be others buried in 
the ruins. 


Four Tonomont Houses Collnpne. 


NEW YOIIK, March fi.—'Anotherbuild- 


ing1 disaster occurred ubo it 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, which 
proved 


nearly as fatal in its results as the 
Tenth-avenue 
malt-house 
accident. 


The 
interior of four tenements in 


course of 
construction on Orchard 


street, near Rivington, crashed in with- 
out a moment's warning, and a num- 
ber of bricklayers and laborers who 
were working1 on it were carried into 
the cellar with the falling walls. The 
dust that arose had hardly settled be- 
fore rescuers were at work trying to 
extricate the buried men. The lire- 
men were also summoned, and in a 
few minutes several of the unfortu- 
nate workmen were dug out of the 
ruins, 


The dismantled beams and debris of 


brick and mortar formed such an in- 
tricate mass to disentangle that the 
work of rescuing those buried beneath 
it 
was rendered 
necessarily slow. 


Their cries could bo plainly heard, 
however, and served to locate the vari- 
ous points where they wero to be un- 
earthed. 


One man, an Italian laborer, is miss- 


ing1, ami it is believed he is dead in 
tho ruins, 
He was known to his fel- 


low-workmen by tho name of Jimmy 
Uoss. The 
number of injured 
will 


reach nine, some of whom may die. 


The wrecked building-sare numbered 


from 161 to 157 Orchard street, and 
have been in course of construction for 
ten weeks. 
Work had progressed ns 


far as the 
fifth floor when the crash 


eainn. 


The contractors for the work were 


Peter 
Coomcs and John C. Cleave. 


The owner of the building is William 
F. Lennon. 


l.iotli of the contractors, as wcljl as 


the owner, were present when tho ac- 
cident occurred. 
They were placed 


under arrest, tho charge made against 
them being criminal negligence. The 
materials used in the construction of 
the buildings, it is alleged, was faulty.

Pana Coal Company Makes a Cut 


of Five Cents Per Ton. 


PANA, ILL., March 1,—The Pana Coal 


Company, operating two mines here and 
eaiploying hundreds of men, has re- 
duced miners' wages from 45 to 40 cents 
per ton, or an alternative of 82 per day, 
The rumor of a strike on March 4 is not 
janerally credited, as the minors at one 
of its mines had accepted the reduction 
of f'J per day two months ago.

SIXTY-FIVE KILLED 


And Forty Injured in the Mexican 


Railroad Wreck. 


FIRST REPORTS MORE THAN VERIFIED 


By the Visil of the Wrecking Train to 


ihe Scene of the Disaster—Forty 


of Ihe Injured Taken to 


Ihe City of Mexico. 


niiY oC tho Injured Torn Lltub from 
Limb—Tlio Doctors Never AVllnessed 


Such 
it SpuctucLe—Two Serious 


Accidents In tlio l^nst. 


CITY or HKXICO, March C.—A wreck- 


ing train arrived here early yesterday 
morning from the scene of Thursday's 
accident on the Inter-Oceanic railway. 
It brought forty persons who had 
been injured in the crash and Dr. Al- 
fred liray, Dr. Francis Crosson and two 
other surgeons who were sent out soon 
after the news of the disaster was re- 
ceived here. 


Many persons were left dead near 


the spot where the train left the rails; 
others were on the point of death, and 
of those who were brought back ten or 
twelve cannot possibly recover. 


The crew of the wrecking train told 


the first detailed story of the accident. 


The train consisted of ten coaches. 


It was chartered to pilgrims from 
Amecameca and the engineer was un- 
der orders to run carefiilly. 
It was 


filled with pilgrims—many of them 
women and children—at the city sta- 
tion shortly before 1 o'clock and was 
started at 1:35. It proceeded slowly at 
first, but after otopping for water the 
engineer began running at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour. 


About twenty-eight miles from the 


capital, and midway between Tomau- 
atla and Tenaugo, there is a steep 
down grade. On one side of the track 
the blasted rock forms a high wall; on 
the other in a steep descent. At a 
point where the descent reaches down 
about thirty feet the track makes a 
sharp curve. The trains usually round 
it at balf speed, but for a reason not. 
yet ascertained the engineer of the 
pilgrims' train tried to make it with- 
out slowing down. Either the rails 
spread 
or the engine jumped the 


track. The engine and tender broke 
loose from the coaches 
and rolled 


down the embankment. The coaches 
ran oil about fifty yards further on. 
The rear coaches crashed down against 
the engine and tender and trestle and 
went to pieces at the foot of the em- 
bankment. Five coaches were smashed 
so as to be little more than a pile of 
splintered boards 
and 
beams and 


twisted iron. 


Aboiit twenty passengers were able 


to extricate themselves without severe 
injury, and they began rescuing thase 
who were pinioned under the wreck. 
Four women were found with their 
arms crushed and immovable under 
beams and twisted axles. They lay 
iieiu1 the engine and were screaming 
for tear of the flames, After all efforts 
to clear them had proved vain they 
were torn louse, one of them losiug 
her arm from the shoulder; another 
her arm from the elbow und each of 
tlie other two 
having 
both 
arms 


crushed and leg;; terribly mutilated. 
Three of tlie four will die. 


Three children of one family were 


found 
dead together under an up- 


set 
car 
truck. 
Their 
mother lay 


near by with her skull crushed and 
one leg gone.. The father escaped with 
a broken shoulder, although lie was on 
the same seat with the three cdiildren 
who were killed. 


Fragments of arms and legs were 


strewn about the wreckage, and sev- 
eral of the bodies were so mutilated 
that no attempt to identify them will 
be rna.de. 


When the doctors arrived on the 


wreckage train they found forty7, pil- 
grims near the- wreck and five whoihad 
not yet been taken from tlie ruins, be- 
cause there was no way of cutting 
them loose. 
The- five were rescued first 


and put on the train. 
The doctors 


worked for five hours to get the injured 
into condition, 
to make the jour- 


ney back. 
Everyone of 
the forty 


was 
spattere d 
with 
blond 
from 


some open wound. Three men had 
lost half of their scalps. Four had 
fractured skulls. 
Six women were- so 


badly injured in. th* back and abdo- 
men that it was feared they would die 
before reaching, the city. 


All the doctors agree that the scenes 


at the wreck and in. the coaches during 
their journey home were tlie most hor- 
rible in their experiences. 


The train arrived at the curve w.here 


the wreck occurred at •! o'clock, and it. 
did not start back until nearly mid- 
night. 
When tho train came into the- 


station forty of the injured passengers, 
were stretched at foil length, helpless 
from their wounds. 
All the pilgrims- 


were Mexicans. 


The engineer and conductor of the- 


train are svipposed to ha.ve escaped se- 
rious injuT.y and have 
fled to the 


woods.

I ECLIPSE OF THE MOON. 


Some Pacts About the Astronomy 


of the Year Just Begun. 


The 
first 
important 
astronomical 


event that will take place-this year will 
be a total eclipse of the moon March 10. 
This eclipse will be wholly visible in 
South America, partly in North America, 
Europe, Africa, and the islands of the 
Atlantic and eastern 
Pacific oceans. 


This happens rarely. The reason is the 
great magnitude of the sun; the earth's 
shadow is. at the distance of the moon, 
uiueu smaller than the earth itself. The 
result of this is that the moon must be 
decidedly nearer her node in order to 
produce a lunar eclipse. At 10:07 a. m., 
March '20. the moon's disc will become 
immersed 
in 
the 
earth's 
shadow. 


Tho fabled 
man 
iu 
the 
moon will 


believe 
that 
the 
eun is 
eclipsed, 


while to the people living in those por- 
tions of the earth already referred to. 
the phenomenon will be observed as an 
eclipse of tho moon. The second total 
eclipse of the moon will occurSeptomber 
3, and will be visible on the entire Amer- 
ican continent and in parts of Europe, 
Africa and Australasia. The first solar 
eclipse will occur March '20, half an hour 
before noon. This partial eclipse of tho 
sun will be visible in Great Britain and 
Western Europe, but invisible in this 
country. The second solar eclipse will 
occur August '20, about one minute after 
noon. This eclipse will be entirely in- 
visible in this country and in Western 
Europe, but will be visible to the inhab- 
itants of Northeastern 
Europe 
and 


Northwestern 
Asia. 
A third 
partial 


eclipse of tho BUU will occur September 
18. This will bo visible to the islands of 
the South Pacific ocean only, and will 
last about three hours and a half.
